Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 43-48 are allowed. 

The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest, a method of suturing biological tissue comprising steps (a)-(c) of 
claim 6, releasably holding the needle in the proximal needle holder in a proximal 
position, and releasably holding the needle in the distal needle holder in the distal 
position and translating the distal needle holder to the proximal position.
